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AMERICAN  RURAL  FICTION,  1941*,  by  Caroline  3.  Sherman., 

That  observation  and  conviction  are  now  at  work  in  other  direc- 
tions and  on  other  problems  is  evident  in  this  year's  list  of  raral 
fiction.     Although  several  of  these  authors  hare  written  hooks  before, 
and  usually  have  written  rural  books,  most  of  the  few. pre  sent  volumes 
are  rather  average  in  quality. 

There  are  exceptions  of  course.    A  novel  by  Mary.  Ellen  Chase 
lends  a  suggestion  of  distinction  to  any  list,  for  instance.     Her  book 
this  year  was  published  in  the  last  month,  providing  a.  sound  and  whole- 
some ending  to  a  rather  unsatisfactory  year.     In  this 'book  the  family 
is  not  a  farm  family,  but  by  choice  and  convictions  it  is  a  rural  family 
for  the  members  believe  that  character,  philosophy,  and  breadth  of  view 
are  best  developed  among  country  surroundings.    A' ripe  appreciation  of 
old  world  influences  is  here  together  with  a  realization  of  the  in  vigor-* 
ation  of  America.     In  content  and  in  way  of  writing  this  is  a  cleansing 
and  revivifying  sort  of  book. 

Perhaps  it  will  be  just  as  rell  if  the  .rural  field  sho  :ld  lie 
fallow  for  a  few  seasons.     Its  friends  felt  triumphant  a  couple  of 
decades  ago,  when  this  field  began  tc  attract  experienced  writers,  when 
rural  novels  began  to  carry  off  coveted  prizes,  and  when  readers  of 
rural  novels  began  to  multiply.     Later  they  recognized  vitality  in  the 
tackling  of  urgent  rural  problems  by  rural  fiction.     Thi«s  school  of 
writing  then  repudiated  the  charge  that  it  was  essentially  nostalgic 
in  nature.    But  now  that  newer  writers  have  worked  the  field  searchingly 
and  vociferously  for  several  years,  the  public  and  the  field  may  well 
welcome  a  shift  of  attention  to  other  sectors. 

Present  themes  of  crisis  and  themes  relating  to  the  lands  soiith 
of  us  now  demand  emphasis.     The  more  journalistic,  of  the  writers  will 
be  busy  there.     Those  who  are  truly  devoted  to  work  in  the  home  sur- 
roundings, and  are  not  merely  attracted  by  current  interests  and  rewards 
are  bound  to  continue  and  to  mature  their  observation,  thought,  and 
study.     Then  when  this  lurid  period  of  world  strife  is  over,  the  field 
will  yield  again  good  stories  of  both  the  older  and  newer  dramas  of  our 
own  country-wide  developments,  and  readers  will  be  mere  than  ready  for 
home  scenes  again.

In  the  Preface  to  the  Fourth  Edition,  Professor  Finch  states 
that  the  death  of  the  senior  author,  Prof.  R.  H.  ViMtbeck,  in  July 
1939  and  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Europe  made  the  revision  of  this 
book  particularly  difficult.     He  indicates  the  extent  of  the  revision 
as  follows:     "In  revising  the  text,  numerous  changes  have  been  made. 
The  factual  materials  have  been  restated  and  all  statistical  and 
graphic  data  have  been  revised  in  agreement  with  the  latest  available 
information  or  with  such  as  represents  the  status  of  production  and 
trade  just  before  the  onset  of  the  turbulence  of  war.     Most  of  the 
above  changes  are  in  the  nature  of  routine  revision,  but  certain  others 
have  been  made  that  seem  to  the  author  even  more  significant  for  the 
usefulness  of  the  book.     Several  of  the  chapters  have  been  completely 
rewritten.     This  gave  opportunity  for  the  rearrangement  of  the  former 
material  and  the  introduction  of  much  new  material  in  greater  con- 
formance with  the  regional  manner  of  approach.     The  facts  concerning 
production  and  trade  have  been,   so  far  as  feasible,  arranged  to 
present  regional  contrasts  within  the  continents  and  their  larger 
political  subdivisions.     The  chapter  formerly  entitled  'Agriculture 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada'  has  been  replaced  by  one  entitled 
'Regional  Contrasts  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.'     Its  purpose 
is  to  distinguish  the  basic  geographical  regions  of  Anglo-America 
prior  to  taking  up  the  study  of  the  more  important  American  crops 
and  industries  from  the  topical  viewpoint.     In  the  section  on  Europe 
the  instability  of  the  present  political  situation  has  made  advisable 
some  rearranging  and  recombining  of  the  sections  of  text  dealing 
with  various  of  the  political  units.

Of  political  histories  of  the  public  land  policies  and  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  which  has  been  charged  with  their  administration,  there  have 
been  a  number,  and  still  others  are  promised  for  the  future.    All  have 
added  to  our  knowledge  of  the  motives  for  the  adoption  of  the  various 
land  laws  but  few  have  been  concerned  with  the  way  those  laws  actually 
operated  in  the  West,  the  effect  they  had  upon  the  developing  land  and 
social  pattern.    Dr,  Dunham  is  somewhat  less  concerned  with  the  congress- 
ional story  than  with  the  functioning  of  the  General  Land  Office  in  the 
period  from  1875  to  1891,     His  study  has  led  him  partially  to  absolve  the 
Office  of  the  weight  of  calumny  which  has  descended  upon  it  at  the  . hands  of 
western  critics,  anti-monopoly  demagogues;  Single  Taxers,  and  historians. 
Most  .of  the  Land  Commissioners  are  pictured  as  ardently  supporting  measures 
to  prevent  abuses  in  the  landt  systeir.  such  as  the  lor  ?;- continued  perversion 
of  the  preemption  law*  the  employment  of  dummy  entry-  men  to  secure  for 
•  cattlemen  and  speculators  choice  lands  which  were  ir.tsnded  to  be  reserved 
for  settlers  and  the  failure  to  provide  a  oho rough-going  system  of  land 
classification.    Responsibility  for  these  and  numerous  other  abuses  is 
placed  at  the  door  of  Congress  which  dealt  carelessly  and  inadequately 
with  the  General  Land  Office.    Not  only  were  the  Commissioners'  recom- 
mendations for  changes  in  policy  disregarded  but  the  needs  of  a  bureau  whose 
business  x^as  growing  tremendously  were  consistently  ignored.  Inefficiency 
resulted. from  this  neglect;  corruption  resulted  from  low  pay  and  poor 
personnel. 

Supporting  the  move  for  drastic  revision  of  the  land  system  to  eliminate 
corruption  and  to  prevent  the  further  growth  of  land  monopoly  were  a 
number  of  midwesterners  who  were  critical  of  railroad  land  grants,  sales 
to  speculators,  and  even  handouts  to  the  states,,     They  were  the  true 
reformers,  the  really  effective  force  which  led  to  a  gradual  growth  of 
sentiment  for  reform.    George  W.  Julian  and  William  S„  Eoiman  of  Indiana, 
John  W.  Powell  (not  James),  Henry  George,  the  Chi  eg go  Tribune,  then  a  near 
agrarian  paper,  and  many  frontier  and  rural  papers  all  united  to  secure  a 
more  constructive  land  policy,,    The  first  break  with  the  old  policy  of 
giving  away  or  selling  in  large  blocks  the  public  lands  came  in  1888-1891 
with  the  adoption  of  a  series  of  measures  to  end  cash  sales,  %p  restrict 
the  amount  of  land  individuals  could  legally  acquire,  and  to  authorize 
the  ereati  oa  "of  •.  peraaa&at ,'.f ctest  reserves.    The  author's  study  of  the 
movement  for  land  reform  is  largely  confined  to  official  reports  and 
recommendations  of  the  Commissioners,  investigations  of  Congress  and  eastern 
newspapers.    The  western  angle  to  the  reform  movement  he  neglects. 
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Studies  of  this  character  extend  our  knowledge  of  policies  hut  do 
little  to  explain  how  and  wh;/  we  have  the  land  and  social  pattern  of 
Wyoming,  Iowa  or  any  other  western  state.-    Tenancy  and  soil  erosion 
were  two  of  the  big  problems  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
attempted  to  deal  with  during  the  nineteen  tnirbies  but  this  book  sheds  no 
light  on  how  they  developed.     Inferior  soils  were  still  being  cultivated 
in  small  farm  units  while  rich  soils  were  held  in  large  tracts  by  com- 
binations of  capital  and  supported  few  people0    Attempts  were  made  in  the 
'thirties  to  deal,  with  this  maldistribution  of  land  but  no  light  is  thrown 
on  the  way  it  came  about.    The  historian  of  land  policy  should  attempt 
to  explain  how  these  and  other  great  issues  have  arisen.     But  he  cannot 
do  so  by  poring  over  already  well  studied  reports  of  government  agents 
who  were  as  much  interested  in  patronage  and  their  own  land  speculations 
as  in  bringing  about  reforms  in  land  policy.     The  historian  must  go- to 
the  grass  roots;  he  must,  study  the  original  entries  made  at  the  various 
land  offices,,  he  must  read  the  deed  and  .mortgage  records  of  western 
counties,  he  must  study  the  probate  records,  he  must  look  into  the  papers, 
letters,  diaries  of  pioneer  farmers,   speculators,   land  companies,  the 
grea/t  land  grant  railroads,  and  the  numerous  settlement  and  colonization 
companies  which  have  sprung  up  in  the  last  forty  or  fifty  years.     He  must 
look  into  the  records  of  the  local  banks  and  of  the  great  eastern  insurance 
companies  who  were  loaning  their  funds  at  excessively  high  rates  of  interest, 
Only  when  such  records  are  carefully  utilized  will  we  have  an  accurate 

.picture  of  the  forces  and  faxtors  which  have  produced  the  current  land 
problems  with  which  the  present  generation  is  attempting  to  deal.  -

Read 
through  to  the  end  and  supplemented  by  the  lectures  of  the  teacher 
and  by  the  personal  farm  experiences  of  the.  average  college  junior,  .-• 
the  book  provides  a  point  of  view  on  many  questions  of  practice  .and  . 
procedure  in  accounting,     This  reviewer  would  ra.te  it  quite  as  high 
in  the  field  of  accounting  theory  and  practice  as  in  the  narrower 
field  of  farm  accounting,  .     ..  . 

The  fundamentals  of  accounting  are  independent  of  the  kind  of 
business  done.     The  differences  in  practices  and  procedures  arise 
from  the  interests  of  the  proprietors  in  specific  kinds  of  informa- 
tion, -whether  those  interests  are  stimulated  by  proprietors'  questions 
of  management  or  by  tax  or  other  laws,    Professional  accountants 
have  developed  a  great  many  devices  that  are  helpful  in  getting  more 
work  done,  and  in  proving  facts  in  a  common  language.     Hence,  if  an 
agricultural  student  can  devote  time  for  only  one  course  to  the  study 
of  accounting,  that  course  may  perhaps  be  spent  profitably  in  farm

College  students  should  take  the  drills  of  opening  accounts  of  diverse 
kinds,  switching  entries,  finding  errors  in  their  work';  •  working-  up 
inventories,  closing  accounts  and  preparing  reports'  ir.- 'full  profes- 
sional, manner.    Pedagogically  a  Course  covering  these  things  is  as 
useful  as  any  of  the  other  minor  courses  students  take  in  preparation

Professor  Nicholls  ciasses  himself  as  a  "tool-user,"  who  must 
apply  his  theories  to  practical  research  and  not  as  a  "tool  maker" 
contemplating  endless  wanderings  in  the  realms  of  pure  theory.  The 
author  has  made  a  substantial  contribution  in  recasting  the  theorems 
of  imperfect  and  monopolistic  competition  into  workable  forms,  and 
showing  their  application  to  practical  research  in  the  field  of  ag- 
ricultural economics.    His  book  is  a  welcome  addition  to  material 
bridging  the  chasm  between  economic  theory  and  practical  applica- 
tion.   Professor  Nicholls  states. that  he  presents  his  theory  in  the 
form  of  a  grindstone  rather  than  a  philosopher's  stone. 

The  field  of  application's  actually  the  marketing  of  farm  prod- 
ucts through  the  succession  of  middlemen  transferring  products  from 
farmers  to  consumers.     It  is  in  relation  to  these  middlemen  that  the 
theory  is  developed,  showing  the  effects  of  deviations  from  the  class- 
ical assumptions  of  perfect  competition  or  monopoly.    In  most  of  the 
technical  literature  dealing  with  imperfect  or  monopolistic  competi- 
tion, the  emphasis  has  been  upon  the  selling  side  and  the  relation 
of  the  firms  comprising  the  industry  to  the  nature  of  demand  for 
the  product  and  to  the  problems  of  sales  price  and  volume  of  output. 
In  dealing  with  industries  engaged  in  the  marketing  of  farm  products, 
Professor  Nicholls  has  found  it  necessary  to  place  chief  emphasis 
upon  the  buying  side  of  their  operations  rather  than  upon  their  sales 
policies,  since  he  is  primarily  interested  in  final  effects  upon 
farmers  selling  the  raw  products  of  the  farm.     This  emphasis  calls 
for  the  inverting  of  most  of  the  theorems  and  principles  developed 
in  existing  literature  from  the  selling  side  to  the  buying  side  of  ; 
the  industry's  operationsc     To  quote  from  the  'author,  "I  felt  the  ' 
need  for  a  conscious  and  direct  adaptation,  rich  in/practical  appli- 
cations, of  this  theory  to  agricultural  price-making,  where  imper- 
fectly competitive  conditions  on  the  buying  side  appeared  to  be  of 
coordinate  importance  with  those  of  selling. 11     Speaking  of  the  stand- 
ard writings  on  imperfect  competition,  he  states,  "Direct  paraphrasing 
has  at  times  been  used  in  adapting  their  analyses...  from  the  selling 
to  the  buying  side." 

The  principal  contributions  of  the  book  appear  to  be,  first,  the 
recasting  of  numerous  principles  and  theorems  to  apply  to  imperfect 


competition  in  purchasing,  and  second,  the  bringing  together  of  a 
large  quantity  of  pertinent  material,,  which  has  "been  scattered  in 
the  writings  of  many  economists  working  in  the  field. 

The  first  topic  which  is  treated  is  the  nature  of  supply  and  de- 
rived demand  where  the  latter  is  net  of  the  processing  and  distribut- 
ing costs  of  the  firm  or  industry  under  discussion.    The.prbblem  of 
substitution  of  factors  is  treated  briefly,  and  then  the  analysis 
proceeds  to  the  various  forms  of  imperfect  competition.    The  princi- 
pal emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  particular  form  which  the  author 
labels  "oligopoly-oligopsony1."    This  is  not,  as  might  appear  at 
first  hearing,  the  names  of  a  pair  of  inhabitants  in  a  Scandinavian 
village,  but  is  the  particular  form  of  imperfect  competition  which 
treats  of  a  limited  number  of  large  important  firms  which  comprise 
the  industry.    The  theorem  of  oligopoly-oligopsony  is  treated  at 
considerable  length  under  several  chapter  headings,  each  taking  up 
a  new  aspect  of  the  circumstances  and  policies  under  which  the  in- 
dustry functions.    Two  chapters  give    an  excellent  treatment  of  the 
principles  involved  in  bilaterial  monopoly  (and  bilateral  oligopoly) 
with  special  application  to  the  field  of  milk  marketing  where  pro- 
ducers cooperatives  face  a  limited  number  of  distributor  firms.  Dif- 
ferentiation of  service  and  product  is  treated  int four  chapters  fol- 
lowed by  two  chapters  devoted  to  price  discrimination.    The  book  con- 
cludes with  three  chapters  on  economic  dynamics',  including  discussion 
of  the  cobweb  theorem,  market  uncertainty,  anticipations,  business 
planning,  and  short-run  adjustments.  1    .  , 

The  analytical  technique  which  Professor  Nicholls  develops  may  be 
outlined  in  general  terms.     The  typical  firm. which  he  discusses  is  a 
processor  or  distributor  which  buys  the  farm  produce,  incurs  process- 
ing or  distributing  costs  in  handling  the  produce  and  sells  to  another 
marketing,  agency  or  to  consumers.    Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  service 
rendered  and  upon  the  margin  or  spread  charged  by  the  firm  for. that 
service,  rather  than  upon  the  gross  sales  price.     In  mo.st  pf  the  analy- 
sis the  author  calculates  the  sales  value  of  the  product  net  of  all 
operating  costs  of '  processing  and  distribution.     The  functional  re- 
lationship between  volume  handled  and  this  net  sales  value  per  unit 
is  the  "derived  demand"  for  the  firm  which  is.  analyzed  in  relation  to 
the  schedule  showing  cost  of  the  farm  product  material. 

One,  two,  a  few  or  many  buyers  might  face, varying  numbers  of  sellers 
A  repellent  array  of  compounded  economic  jargon  of  Greek  origin  is 
used  to  classify  the  several  combinations  which  might  arise,  ranging 
from  "bilateral  monopoly"  through  "monopsoni  stic  oligopoly"  and  other 
variations  to  "pure  competition."     The  "-opsony"  suffix  is  used  to 
indicate  that  the  classification  is  on  the  buying  side,  with  the 
"-opoly"  suffix  corresponding  to  the  selling  side,  ,  Probably  there 
is  no  other  way  out.     Some  classification  is  essential  to , distinguish 
types  of  cases  which  occur.    We  can  thank  Professor  Nicholls  for 
omitting  the  "homogeneous"  and  "heterogeneous"  modifications  which 
are  so  dear  to  some  authors. 

This  is  not  a  book  for  hurried  reading.     The  theoretical  arguments 
are  developed  with  painstaking  care  and  in  great  detail.  Illustrative 
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tables  and  diagrams  accompany  each  topic.    These  are  cast  in  terms  of 
firms  processing  and  distributing  farm  products,  but  contain  for  the 
most  part  purely  hypothetical  data.    The  "book  contains  47 -numbered  fig- 
ures, most  of  which  include  several ;  distinct  sections.    Frequent  refer- 
ence to  the  figures  fill  the  text  to  the  point  of  annoyance.    One  rather 
simple  diagram  carries  21  letters  labeling  various  intersection  points 
plus  several  curve  labels,  ;, 

Points  developed  in  the  theoretical  discussion  are  illustrated  by 
reference  to  prominent  industries  and  firms  in  the  field  of  agricul- 
tural marketing.    Frequent  quotations  from  Congressional  investigations, 
reports  and  hearings  of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission,  and  Writings  of 
economists  are  used  to  identify  the  particular  type  of  deviation  from 
competition  which  appears  to  prevail.    Particular  attention  is  paid  to 
meat  packers,  processors  and  distributors  of  dairy  products,  and  to- 
bacco manufacturers.    The  practices  known  as  market- sharing  are  dis- 
cussed at  length. 

To  sum  up;  Professor  Nicholls'  book  provides  a  comprehensive  devel- 
opment  of  t?aeories  relating  to  imperfect  competition,  translates 
theorems  and  procedures  for  use  in  analyzing  buying  rather  than  sell- 
ing aspects,  and  provides  ample  illustrative  material  for  step-by-step 
mastery  of  these  techniques  by  any  student  with  moderate  background  in 
economic  theory.

This  volume  has  been  prepared  as  a  textbook  for  use  in  college 
courses  in  agricultural  finance.    The  first  12  chapters  constitute 
a  section  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  the  principles  of  farm  credit. 
This  section  deals  with  the  use  and  classification  of  farm  credit 
and  primarily  with  the  various  methods  measuring  or  appraising  a 
borrower's  debt-paying  capacity.    The  last  18  chapters  trace  the  op- 
perations  of  these  agencies  as  well  as  those  under  private  ownership 
such  as  insurance  companies,  commercial  banks,  merchants  and  dealers, 
etc. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  a-  century  the  pattern  of  agricultural 
finance  has  changed  even  more,  perhaps,  than  agriculture  itself. 
Dr.  Murray's  valuable  contribution  to  the  literature  of  agricultural 
finance  is  therefore  a  timely  one.     The  expansion  of  federally  spon- 
sored agricultural  credit  agencies  has  been  accompanied  by  an  increase 
in  the  scope  of  the  purpose  for  which  credit  is  being  used.     The  first 
step  of  sponsoring  long-term-mortgage  credit  agencies  has  been  fol- 
lowed by  the  use  of  credit  for  emergency  relief,  rehabilitation,  and 
price  support. 

The  lessons  of  the  serious  depression  following  1929  have  been  re- 
flected in  a  shift  in  the  approach  to  extending  credit  to  farmers. 
Instead  of  placing  primary  emphasis  upon  the  value  of  the  security 


behind  the  loan,  the  so-called  "pawnshop"  pholosophy,  agricultural 
lending  agencies  are  placing  increasing  emphasis  upon  the  ability  of 
the  prospective  borrower  to  repay  his  loan  out  of  anticipated  income. 
This  new  approach  has  necessitated  increased  use  of  graduates  of  ag- 
ricultural colleges  who  have  the  technical  background  for  making  such 
analyses.     The  broad  "agricultural  financing  program  launched  with  the 
establishment  of  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  in  1933,  provided  a 
major  impetus  to  this  movement'/'' 

The  demand  for  trained  agricultural  workers  in  the  credit  field 
made  its  appearance  somewhat  earlier  in  the  farm-mortgage-loan  de- 
partments of  life  insurance  companies.    As  these  companies  became  the 
unwilling  owners  of  thousands  and  thousands  of  farms,  it  did  not  take 
them  long  to  realize  that  they  were  in  the  farming  business  and  that  their 
previous  loan  policies  were  open  to  question.    .Experienced  agricultural 
college  men  were  "recruited  to  handle  these  new  problems.    At  the  pres- 
ent time,  loan  appraisals  of  these  companies  give  increasing  attention 
to  the  income  prospects  of  the  farm  rather  than  relying  primarily  upon 
the  estimated  sales  value. 

Another  significant  development  tending  to  increase  the  demand  for 
trained  agricultural  workers  is  the  growing  practice  of  commercial 
banks  to  employ  agriculturally  trained  men  to  develop  their  agricul- 
tural loan  facilities. 

With  the  agricultural  finance  field  calling  for  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  agricultural  college  graduates,  it  has  become  necessary  for  our 
State  agricultural  colleges  to  strengthen  the  training  given  to  stu- 
dents in  the  finance  field.    Dr.  Hurray's  text  is  admirably  suited 
for  such  college  courses.    The  considerable  number  of  research  studies 
conducted  in  this  field  in  recent  years  has  been  drawn  upon  to "good 
advantage.    At  the  end  of  each  chapter  a  selected  list  of  questions 
and  problems,  as  well  as  a  list  of  references  for  additions.!  reading, 
add  materially  to  the  use  of  the  book  as  a  text  in  a  course  in  agri- 
cultural finance. 

Agencies  extending  credit  to  farmers  will  find  several  chapters 
helpful  to  them  in  their  operations-,  including  those  dealing  with 
balance  sheet  analysis,  income  analysis,  marginal  analysis, 'price 
risk  and  loan  policy,  and  budgeting.    The  chapter  dealing  with  mer- 
chant and  dealer  credit  represents  a  particularly  good  treatment  of 
the  results  of  various  related  studies  conducted  over  a  considerable 
period  of  time.     The  treatment  given  to  the  operations  of  the  Commod- 
ity Credit  Corporation,  Rural  Electrification  Administration,  banks 
for  cooperatives,  and  the  tenant-purchase  program  is  not  as  complete 
as  the  treatment  given  to  other  Federal  credit  agencies. 

Of  more  general  interest  to  the  average  reader  is  one  chapter  en- 
titled Buying  a  Farm  on  Credit.     Reflecting  Dr.  Murray's  extensive 
research  experience  in  the  field  of  farm- land  appraisal,  this  chapter 
supplies  many  sound  suggestions  for  the  person  who  is  contemplating 
buying  a  farm.

No  one  who  has  even  the  slightest  inkling  of  the  vital  forces  in 
American  history  can  gainsay  the  importance  of  the  subject  treated 
|n  this  volume.    The  public  domain  once  included  almost  the  whole  of 
the  vast  region  which  became  the  United  States,  and  the  enthusiast 
may  be  permitted  to  assert  that  the  history  of  the  policies  applied 
to  that  domain,  if  broadly  considered,  is  practically  the  history 
of  the  Nation. 

During  most  of  the  years  of  nationhood,  conflicting  economic  in- 
terests have  contended  in  the  political  arena  for  control  of  the 
public  lands.    The  dirt  farmers,  the  planters,  and  the  speculators 
each  had  their  periods  of  triumph,  but  they  were  finally  displaced 
in  the  battle  by  the  mining,  grazing,  lumbering,  and  transportation 
interests.    The  land  question  was  an  important  ingredient  of  the 
sectionalism  that  led  to  the  Civil  War^  and  the  conservation  move- 
ment generated  a  sectional  controversy  that  did  not  subside  until 
after  World  War  I,    The  withdrawal  of  the  remaining  domain  from 
further  private  aggression  in  1935  marked  the  end  of  a  vast  epoch 
in  American  history.    In  the  future,  we  may  expect  not  only  the 
careful  conservation  of  this  domain  for  the  general  welfare  but  a 
greatly  increased  control  over  the  utilization  of  the  lands  placed 
in  private  hands  during  the  preceding  epoch. 

In  his  preface,  the  author  states  that  "This  volume  presents 
perhaps  the  first  attempt  to  integrate  American  land  history  with 
the  other  forces  that  have  shaped  our  civilization."    He  adds:  "It 
is  not  all  political,  economic  and  legal;  considerable  social  history 
is  inextricably  bound  up  with  public  land  settlement,  which  helps 
to  make  the  whole  story  livelier  and  more  interesting.    This  volume... 
constitutes  not  only  a  study  in  history  and  in  public  administration, 
but  also  a  study  in  American  democracy."    Despite  this  polite  prefatory 
observation*     the  volume  is  largely  a  political  history  of  the  public 
domain. 

Our  only  other  one-volume  treatment  of  the  subject  is  benjamin 
Horace  Hi  hoard's  History  of  the  Public  Land  ^olicies.  which  was 
published  in  1934,  and  the  appearance  of  Our  Landed  Heritage  invites 
comparisons.    Hi"bbard  relied  largely  on  official  documents,  and  his 
work  is  particularly  good  for  analyses  of  Congressional  debates. 
Being  an  able  agricultural  economist,  his  evaluations  of  the  land 
policies,  especially  as  they  relate  to  modern  problems,  stand  as 
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permanent  contributions.    Hibbard's  statements  of  the  provisions  of 
the  rain  acts  sometimes  lack  clarity,  and  inadequate  investigation 
ari.d  understanding  of  the  background  as  well  as  the  way  policies  actually 
worked  vitiated  the  permanent  value  of  the  volume. 

Our  Landed  Heritage  provides  a  clear  outline  of  the  land  j>olicies, 
and  the  legislation  incident  thereto  is  carefully  and  effectively 
related  to  the  economic  and  social  conditions  of  the  country.  The 
book  reflects  the  author's  comprehension  of  the  underlying  forces 
of  history,  but  far  too  little  attention  has  been  given  to  the  re- 
lationship of  the  policies  under  review  to  the  crucial  problems 
incident  to  the  utilization  of  natural  and  human  resources  which 
confront  twentieth- century  America. 

We  have  needed  this  modern  synthesis  for  a  long  time,  and  we 
should,  therefore,  be  duly  appreciative.    Let  us  hope  that  its 
appearance  will  prompt  the  early  completion  of  a  companion  study 
which  concentrates  on  the  behind-the-scenes  steps  and  processes 
by  which  the  land  passed  from  the  public  domain  to  the  hands  of  the 
private  and  corporate  interests  who  exploited  it.  -  Everett  3.  Edwards,

"When  the  structure  of  war-time  economy  breaks  down,  the  dislocations 
of  normal  exchange  and  commerce  will  be  left  as  enormous  maladjustments.

"This  book  has  been  written  for  farmers,  consumers,  businessmen,  lawyers, 
legislators,  students,   and  others  who  do  not  presume  to  be  technical  expert 
in  milk  marketing, 11  says  the  preface.     Economises  and  •■statisticians  are 
asked  to  turn  to'  other  listed  references  for  a  more  thorough  treatment  of 
the  subjects  covered.    Yet  even  a  confirmed  economist  or  statistician  may 
f ind  r ef reshment  in  this  concise  nontechnical  discussion  of  the  economics 
of  milk  distribution,  especially  as  it  reveals  the  personal  philosophy  of 
one  who  has  been  in  close  touch  with  developments  in  recent  years. 

The  author,  to  his  credit,  does  not  see  the  milk  problem  in  an  economic 
vacuum  divorced  from  other  affairs  in  our  daily  lives.     "The  better  dis- 
tribution of  milk.,  with  all  its  meaning  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people,  may  well  be  one  of  the  first  steps"  in  a  broad  program  Of  building 
up  and  maintaining  a  system  of  free  enterprise  throughout  all  phases  of 
our  economic  life. 

The  general  line  of  reasoning  used  may  be  stated  briefly  as  follows; 
Milk  is  a  basic  food  essential  to  health.    Present  per  capita  consumption 
is  less  than  two-thirds  that  recommended  "by  nutritionists  as  the  minimum 
necessary  to  health.    Thi3  low  rate  of  consumption  results  mainly  because 
prices  .pre  too  high  and  prices  are  too  high  because  the  heavy  hand  of 
monopoly  prevents  the  introduction  of  lower  cost  methods  of  distribution. 
Vigorous  enforcement  of  the  anti-trust  laws  would  loosen  up  the  monopoly 
controls  auslnake  it  possible  for  normal  competitive  forces  to  lower 
distribution  costs  and  prices  to  consumers. 

The  book  has  eight  chapters  and  an' appendix  but  a  threefold  division 
of  the  subject  matter  would,  perhaps,  have  beenmore  logical.  This 
division  would  be  (l)   a  description  of  monopoly  practices  in  milk  marketing 
and  methods  of  control;  (2)  a  history  and  description  of  price  mechanisms 
used  in  paying  producers;  and  (3)  means  of  lowering  distribution  costs 
and  prices  to  the  consumer. 

The  chapters  on  monopoly  describe  the  various  types  of  restraint  of 
competition  that  have  been  developed  by  milk  distributors,  '  labor  unions, 
and  organized  milk  producers,  including  the  use  of  health  restrictions 
as  trade  barriers.     Events  leading  up  to  the  Chicago  milk  indictments  of 
1938  and  the  consent  decree  obtained  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Justice  in  1940  are  described  in  detail.     One  whole  chapter  is  devoted  to 
quality  control  and  its  relation  not  only  to  monopoly  but  also  as  a  means 
of  keeping  costs  too  high. 

The  description  'of  the  several  price  mechanisms  that  have  been  used 
in  paying  producers  for  milk  summarizes  much  of  the  experience  of  the  last 
20  years  and  analyzes  the  reasons  for  failure.      The  cost  of  production 
method  failed  to  take  account  of  the  wide  r  ange  in  .individual  costs. 
Collective  bargaining  has  had  a  tendency  to  set  prices  too  high  on  fluid 
milk  and  too  low  on  manufacturing  milk  with  later  repercussions.  The

problem  *f  equalization  was  never  successfully  handled  "by  this  method* 
Government  price  fixing  has f requently  been  at  wide  Variance  with  economic 
trends.    All  of  these  methods'  have  been  too  rigid  and  inflexible  in  actual 
operation.    The  author  then  goes  on  tc  describe  the  flexible  price  features 
of  recent  Federal  milk  Orders  in  which  milk  prices  are  tied  to  butter 
prices.    This  type  of  plan  he  strongly  endorses  as  "a  price  system  which 
works"  because  butter  prices  quickly  and  automatically  reflect  changes 
in  basic  economic  Conditions. 

The  most  significant  parts  of  the  book  are  those  that  deal  with  the 
steps  that  can  be  taken  to  lower  distribution  costs  and  prices  to  con- 
sumers.   The  author's  main  conclusion  here  can  be  summed  up  in  two  words — 
store  distribution.     "One  of  the  most  effective  ways  of  lowering  distri- 
bution costs  is  through  increasing  the  amount  of  milk  ...  that  is  sold 
through  stores.    This  is  so  because  of  the  savings  made  possible  by  mass 
distribution."    Quantity  discounts,  paper  containers,  and  other  possibil- 
ities of  lowering  costs  are  also  described  and  illustrated  by  experiences 
from  different  markets. 

Perhaps  the  least  satisfactory  part  of  the  book  is  the  discussion  of 
the  elasticity  of  demand  for  milk.    How  much  more  milk  will  people  buy 
when  its  price  is  lowered?     Can  we  count  on  lower  prices  correcting  the 
nutritional  deficiency  in  the  national  diet?    A  number  of  interesting 
and  significant  bits  of  evidence  on  this  matter  are  scattered  through 
several  chapters.'  The  case  could  have  been  materially  strengthened  by 
a  little  reorganization  of  this  material  and  by  less  reliance  on  positive 
statements  about  the  potency  of  correlation  coefficients  of  0.95  based  on 
annual  data  for  6  years. 

Those  who  may  have  been  inclined  to  consider  Professor  Bartlett  too 
far  ahead  of  the  procession  may  be  surprised  to  read  his  forthright  dis- 
missal of  the  public  utility  possibilities  of  fluid  milk.    His  strong 
endorsement  of  anti-trust  law  enforcement,  his  evident  approval  of  the 
present  status  of  the  Federal  milk  marketing  orders,  and  his  generous 
praise  of  the  system  of  private  competition  in  general  should  seem  sound 
to  the  most  conservative  farmer,  businessman,  or  labor  leader.     After  all, 
Professor  -Bartlett  turns  out  to  be  an  essentially  conservative  economist 
who  believes  that  desirable  social  ends  can  be  achieved  by  time-honored 
competitive  methods  if  we  only  give  them  a  chance  to  operate.  -  Ronald

Collins,  Henry  Hill,  jr.     America's  own  refugees;  our  4,000,000  homeless

The  substance  of  this  volume  is  selected  from  the  "human  interest" 
material  scattered  through  the  reports  of  the  House  Committee  Investigating 
the  Interstate  Migration  of  Destitute  Citizens  (Tolan  Committee).  In- 
dividual cases  are  exhibited,  often  in  the  words  of  the  migrant  v/itness, 
in  a  setting  designed  to  show  cause  and  effect.    Aside  from  certain  ex- 
crescences of  style,  it  is  a  good  report  or  ial  job.    One  gets  a.  vivid 
impression  of  an  array  of  persons  without  settled  abode,  of  different 
origins  and  aims  -  sailors,  farm  workers,  lumbermen,  domestic  workers, 
miners,  actors  -  all  "down  on  their  luck,"  following  paths  that  form  a 
tangled  net  across  the  nation.    The  author  stresses  the  point  that  this 
is  a  national  problem,  not  one  merely  of  a,  few  thousand  "Okies"  and 
"Arkies"  on  the  West  Coast,  and  that  it  is  not  being  solved  by  absorption 
of  the  unemployed  into  war  production.     The  defense  boom  created  a  new 
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class  of  migrants,  to  which,  Mr.  Collins  devotes  a  chapter;  after'  the  war 
he  expects  this  group,  unless  action  is  taken,  to  swell  the  ranks  of  the 
homeless  unemployed.    It  , is  a  rather  depressing  picture.,  which  should 
shake  the  complacency,  of  all  those  who  have  not  been.  forced  to  take  to 
the  road.    Even  in  the  United  States,  it  appears,  there  is  a  lot  to  he 
done  if  this  nation  is  to  guarantee  the  "four  freedoms"  of  the  Atlantic 
Charter. 

Aside  from  his    introductory  chapter  and  his  recommendations,  Mr.  Collins' 
book  falls  into  three  parts,  one.  setting  forth  the  Causes  of  migration, 
one  describing  the  circumstances  under  which  migrants  live,  and  a  third, 
dealing  with  difficulties  arising  out  of  "settlement"  laws ,  the  denial 
of  civil  rights,  and  the  failure  to  maintain  minimum  standards  of  health, 
housing  and  education.    Six  chapters  of  the  sixteen  have  to  do  primarily 
with  agriculture,  the  spotlight  being  thrown  on  the  Cotton  South,  and  on 
the  states  of  New  Jersey,  Florida,  Michigan,  Indiana,  and  Texas.  Cali- 
fornia, for  the  most  part,  Mr.  Collins  leaves  to  others.    There  is  no 
bibliography;  there  are  only  two  footnotes. 

.Although  students  of  agricultural  affairs  should  be  eager  for  any 
information  on  the  ominous  social  portent  jtt?0S{.nte&  'fey  raass  migration, 
they  may  be  pardoned  a  certain  exasperation  with  Mr.  Collin?1  account 
of  it.    The  reviewer  is  bound  to  confess  that  his  first  reaction  was  one 
of  repugnance.    What  is  one  to  say  of  a  book  in  which  strawberries,  "like 
basking  kittens,  txirn  their  sprawling  faces  to  the  sun,"'  (p..  149)  and 
Berrien  County  apple  blossoms  "quaver  in  the  lake  breeze"  (p ,162)?  In 
one  short  paragraph  recent  changes  in  agricultural  technique  are  de- 
scribed as  a  "tremendous  agrarian  revolution,"  a  "titanic  convulsion11 
and  an" economic  eruption."    In  one  generation  this  "agrarian  upheaval 
...  promises  to  bring  about  an  economic  change  in  agriculture  for  which 
the  revolution  in  industry  required  150  years"  (p. 48). "The  big  farmer 
is  getting  bigger;  the  family-sized  farmer  is  going  out"  (p. 45)  - 
"tractored  Cut  by  the  cats,"  with  the  assistance  of  the  Triple-A  (p.45) . 

It  is  a  pity  that  a  publication  recommended  to  the  general  public 
by  the  Book  of  the  Month  Club,  a  book,  moreover,  which  gives  such  a 
vivid  and  sympathetic  picture  of  .  the  different  kinds  of  people  "on  the 
move"  in  America,  should  be  written  in  such  an  extravagant  style  and 
should  contain  so  many  over-sinplif ied  statements  on  agricultural 
developments  concerning  which  it  is  difficult  to  discover  the  truth.

Rockefeller,  David.    Unused  resources  and  economic  waste.     260pp.  Chicago, 
111.,  The  University  of  Chicago  press  [1941]      280  R59

In  a  rather  short  and  closely-reasoned  work,  Mr.  Rockefeller  has 
inquired  into  the-  significance  of  unused  capital  resources,  and  has  tried' 
to  ascertain  when  and  to  what  extent  waste  is  involved.  Economists 
should  find  useful  and  stimulating,  perhaps,  the  surveys  and  summaries 
of  economic  thought  bearing  on  the  problem,  but  the  book  is  definitely 
not  one  for  the  so-called  average  reader.     Its  vocabulary  is  of  the  kind 
that,  being  specialized,  can  easily  confuse  the  layman,  and  its  subject, 
despite  the  title,  really  £>ertains  to  unused  capital  resources  and 
.  "unrealized  value  or  satisfaction  due  to  the  inattentiveness  on  the  part 
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of  the  leaders  of  the  group  in  q\iestion  to  the  interests  whose  furtherance 
along  established  lines  was  their  recognized  responsibility  J1 

The  quotation  is  typical  of  the  flavor  and  scope  of  the  book.    A  need 
remains  for  a  work  that  discusses  waste,  as  we  ordinary  folk  think  of  it, 
and  our  resources,  also  as :hon-experts  regard  them,  so  as  to  give  us  a 
better  picture  of  our  normal  drain  on  resources — a  helpful  guide  in  war 
and  p°ace. 

Mr.  Rockefeller  begins  with  a  discussion  of  "Ideal"  resource  use  and 
the  nature  of  productive  capacity. 

"Specific  capital  resources,"  He  says,  "do  not  possess  or  lack  qualities 
such  as  durability,  flexibility,  mobility,  or  augment  ability  in  any  ab- 
solute sense.    These  qualities  have  meaning  only  in  connection  with  par- 
ticular situations  and  relative  to  specified  intervals  of  time.    They  are 
qualities  which  . . .  are  tremendously  important  in  conditioning  resource 
use,  but  they  do  not  pertain  to  specific  types  of  physical  resource  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  permit  a  useful  subclassif ication  of  capital  resources 
based  on  their  presence  or  absence." 

He  contends  further  that  the  concept  of  a  "technical  optimum"  must  be 
altogether  disregarded  and  that  "the  traditional  economic  'optimum'  is, 
at  best,  a  flimsy  instrument  with  which  to  investigate  dynamic  or  monopoly 
problems."    He  proceeds  to  set  up  a  dynamic  optimum  "which  may  prove  to 
be  a  powerful  analytical  tool"  in  dealing  with  definite  expectations. 

Several  conclusions  are  drawn  in  a  chapter  on  Resource  Use  With  Changing 
Conditions,  among  them  that:   "Even  in  a  purely  competitive  enterprise 
economy,  where  the  expectations  of  entrepreneurs  are  fulfilled,  fixed 
plant  is  used  intermittently  and  in  varying  degrees  of  intensity.  The 
uneven  use  of  capital  resources  may  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  entre- 
preneur when  economies  of  large-scale  production  make  it  advantageous  to 
invest  in  fixed  plant  despite  expected  fluctuations  in  cost  and  demand.  • 
Unexpected  changes  in  cost  and  demand  cause  the  competitive  entrepreneur 
to  readjust  his  us-e  of  resources  in  line  with  the  new  conditions.  Un- 
expected changes  may  mean  that  specialized  capital  goods  already  in 
existence  will  be  used  more,  or  less,  intensively  than  before.    A  unit  of 
fixed  equipment  which  is  valueless  because  the  discounted  sum  of  quasi- 
rents  expected  to  accrue  to  it  is  zero  or  negative  should  not  be  called 
an  idle  resource,  since  it  is  no    longer  a  resource  at  all...    The  term 
'unused  capacity'  in  its  everyday  sense  has  no  precise  quantitative 
meaning. " 

Another  subject,  monopoly  and  price-fixing,  is  discussed  at  length.  . 
The  author  maintains  that  "the  existence  of  monopoly  offers  prima  facie 
evidence  of  a  social  evil,"  but  he  warns  that  "social  costs  involved  in 
eliminating  monopoly  must  be  weighed  against  the  costs  of  allowing  it 
to  remain  before  it  can  be  decided  whether  or  not  there  is  waste  involved." 

He  concludes  with  a  chapter  on  the  nature  of  waste. 

"Waste  is  not  a  single  problem,  but  a  complex  of  problems,"  he  says. 
"Quantitative  measures  of  waste  must  necessarily  be  expressed  as  ratios 
of  the  actual  compared  with  the  possible  or  the  ideal.    Waste  is  a  degree, 
not  a  magnitude." 

"From  a  policy  point  of  view,  waste  cannot  be  considered  a  problem 
at  all  unless  there  is  a  serious  possibility  that  purposive  action  on  the 
part  of  the  individual  or  group  concerned  may  effect  a  change  in  the 
existing  situation  which  will  be  in  the  direction  of  the  ideal."  -  A.D.

The  origin  of  this  volume  is  not  without  interest  and  serves  to  explain 
its  nature  to  a  large  degree.    During  the  heyday  of  the  range  cattle 
industry  on  the  Great  Plains,  it  was  customary,  in  addition  to  the  great 
regional  spring  roundups,  for  each  ranchman  to  have  an  autumn  roundup 
of  his  own  herd  in  order  to  select  the  cattle  that  were  ready  for  market. 
As  explained  in  the  preface,  Professor  Dale  has  followed  a  somewhat 
similar  procedure  in  this  volume  with  reference  to  hiis  essays  on  various 
aspects  of  ranching  that  have  "been  prepared  and  published  in  periodicals 
at  varices  times.    The  result  of  this  "roundup"  is  a  comparatively  small 
voluuo  which  provides  a  fairly  consecutive  story  of  ranching  on  the  Great 
Plains. 

All  of  Professor  Dale1  s  essays,  however,  are  highly  "Marketable,"  and 
his  readers  would  have  had  great  difficulty  in  effecting  a  "roundup"  of 
the  sort  presented  in  Cow  Country.    His  writings"  on  the  range  cattle 
industry  have  distinctive  and  unique  qualities  which  give  their  readers 
a  feeling  as  well  as  an -understanding  of  the  subject.    Probably  such 
re  suits' "are  only  obtainable  by  Professor  Dale  with  his  unique  combination 
of  range  background  and  experience,  his  gifts  as  a  historical  scholar 
and  \?riter,  and  his  appreciation  of  human  values.    The  essays  as  re- 
worked and  welded  into  this  volume  are  not  exceptions. 

As  already  indicated-,.  Cow  Country  provides  a  history  of  ranching  on 
the  Great  Plains.    Of  the  eleven  essays,  probably  the  most  valuable  are 
those  that  consider  the  basis  of  the  industry,  the  transition  from  range 
to  ranch,  and  the  place  of  the  cow  country  in  the  life  of  the  ITation. 
The  most  important  contribution,  however,  is  the  delineation. of  the 
patterns  of  range  life  which  the  volume  as  a  whole  provides.    Another  ; 
noteworthy  feature  is  the  use  of  quotations  introducing  each  chapter. 
They  are  fragments  of  the  author's  own  poetry,  in  all  instances  here 
published  for  the  first  time.-  Everett.  E.  Edwards,  Senior  Agricultural

duction;  Hew  Frontiers  to  Conquer;  Miscalculating  Farm  Income;  Parity 
and  .Real  Wages,  etc. 

The  book  gives  one  somewhat  the  impression  of  a  collection  of  short 
essays,  tied  together,  however,  by  a  well  developed  theme.  Throughout 
the  author  employs  two  terms  which  in  themselves  give  a  fairly  good  clue 
to  the  line  of  thought:  "soilways,"  moaning  broadly  the  Good  Earth  way 
of  life  and  point  of  view;  and  "moneyways,"  signifying  the  over-specialized, 
over-urbanized,  mercantilistic  economy  which  \te  have  built  up  and  by  which. 
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we  arc  like  to  perish,    frith,  good,  old-fashioned  directness  and  in  rather 
pungent  and  ref resiling  style,  he  avows  soilways  to  "be  altogether  good 
for  America  and  moneyways  altogether  "bad. 

This 'is  the  main  thene  of  the  hock:  a  call  to  the  country  to  turn  away 
from  the  "brittle  superficialities  of  our  highly  commercialized  econony 
and  plant  its  families  once  again  on  the  land.    Agriculture  is  the  one 
fundenental  industry.    What  we  need  is  to  get  rid  of  some  of  the  prevalent 
notions  ah  out  securing  a  more  abundant  life  via  restricted  production 
and  the  enervating  program  of  a  maternali  stic  governnent.    In  place 
thereof  we  need  a  reorientation  to  the  elemental  values;  a  reawakening 
to  the  fact  that  real  wealth  grows  out  of  production;  that  the  -  soil  and 
its  fruits  are  our  great  heritage  and  final  refuge. 

In  developing  this  thene  the  author  does  not  hesitate  to  draw  a  blanket 
indictment  of  many  modern  concepts.    Urbanism  carried  too  far  has  given 
us  a  top— heavy,  pay-envelope  society  remote  from  the  land  and  generating 
within  itself  the  potent  forces  of  social  disintegration.  "Moneyways" 
carried  too  far  has  confused  us  as  to  what  is  income,  what  real  wealth,  etc. 

He  pays  his  respects  to  the  Government's  agricultural  program.  It 
mistakenly  assumes  that  all  this  mechanization  and  commercialization  of 
agriculture  give  the  warrant  for  carrying  on  that  process  to  the  infinite 
degree  -  at  the  cost  of  our  family- farm  agriculture.     Controlled  production 
of  farm  crops  "hasn't  worked"  and" can't  work."    She  raising  of  prices 
of  farm  products  by  subsidy  and  by  restricting  their  supply  flys  in  the 
face  of  really  sound  ohjectives  which  can  he  attained  more  reasonably  by 
low  prices  and  abundant  supply. 

Incidentally,  could  it  he  a  point  of  slight  inconsistency  in  the  author's 
thesis  that  he  so  roundly  condemns  the  "maternali stic"  means  used  "by  AAA 
yet  readily  endorses  the  same  as  used  "by  PSA? 

But  whatever  the  views  of  the  reader,  it  must  he  admitted  that  this 
is  a  challenging  hook.     It  reasserts  the  viewpoint  of  the  rugged- individ- 
ualist who  knows  how  to  live  on  and  by  the  land,  and  it  does  so  with  a 
forthright  simplicity  and  power  that  tend  to  warm  the  reader's  heart  even 
while  his  mind  may  he  critical  of  this  or  that  point. 

After  reading  Professor  Peterson's  hook  one  is  reminded  of  Thoreau's 
remark:  "I  do  not  propose  to  write  an  ode  to  dejection,  hut  instead  to 
hrag  as  lustily  as  Chanticleer  in  the  morning,  if  only  to  wake  my 
neighbors  up!"
